Friday night, today carried their untold stories of a hideous 
crime toward the grave. 


Saying not a word to break their silence about the killing 


of John Kidney, aged Pickaway-co farmer, the two convicts— 
Walker Brown, 24-year-old Negro, and Henry Loudermilk, 
47, father of six children—suffered the supreme penalty be- 
fore 60 persons who crowded the hot, stuffy death house. 


WERE ARCH-CRIMINALS 


Loudermilk, branded by the 


prosecution as "arch conspira- 
tor" in the killing, had con- 
sistently said there was to be 
no violence, and Brown, charg- 
ed with having dealt the fatal 
blow to Kidney, had repeat- 
edly denied having any part 
in the crime.

SNEER APPARENT 


A sneer was apparent on 
his 


face when he entered the electrocu- 
tion room. He wore no socks, his 
shoe strings were untied. He had 
discarded his coat and his shirt was 
open at the throat. 


Brown, watching every move of 


the guards closely, laughed as 
though to sneer when the mask 
was adjusted to his face. 


Three shocks of electricity raced 


through his body and he was pro- 
nounced dead at 8:48 p. m. 
five 


minutes after he entered the death 
chamber. 


Brown spent his last day without 


visits from his relatives—if he had 
any. Guards and prison official 
failed to obtain any information 
from him about members of 
his! 


family. 


DEATH HOUSE FILLED 


The death house was packed with 


official witnesses. Several had to 
be sent out to make room for the 
undertakers after Brown was ex- 
ecuted. 


Louderroilk and Brown were ac- 


cused of murdering Kidney and 
torturing his sister.
